PHIL DAVEY writes that perfins are known on the Barclay and 
Fry printed issues of Shanghai. B&S/S of Butterfield & Swire, 
Shanghai is known on a mint pair and a used single of the 2c value. 


These are the only ones he has recorded in years of corres- 
pondence with collectors of Chinese perfins all over the globe. 


The perfin itself is known on stamps of China proper (Dowager 
to Waterlow dragon issues) and also on stamps of the French, German 
and Japanese PO's in Shanghai. For this reason he thinks it unlikely 
Braham did the perfins. Braham may have made the perforator - we may 
never know!
